Message from the Superintendent 


Treasury Branches continued to receive strong 
support from all sectors right across the Province 
in the fiscal year ended March 31st, 1970. Gross 
revenue increased by 18.6% and net profit for the 
year was $3,469,233.24. One million dollars of this 
sum was contributed to the General Revenue Fund 
of the Province and $2,469,233.24 was added to 
Our reserves. 

The year under review found: prices and wages 
steadily rising, stock markets floundering, interest 
rates on the rise, farm income drastically reduced, 
the construction industry in a steep decline and 
unemployment figures the highest in years. 

Tight money policies still apply in the fight 
against inflation and it is questionable at the 
moment whether the general downturn in business 
and in the stock market has yet reached bottom. 





As expressed in my remarks of a year ago, 
Albertans should still strive for greater liquidity. 
Now is not the time to get involved in debt unless 
repayment is certain and relatively easy. 

A review of present restrictive credit policies 
should soon be made or a very serious situation 
could develop. A trend towards growth and an 
increase in employment prospects will soon be 
necessary and desirable or grave difficulties will 
face many industries and many people. 

During the fiscal year 1969-70 we opened two 
new Branches—17th Avenue West in Calgary and 
Grimshaw in the Peace River Block. In the year 
ahead new Branches will be opened at Rimbey and 
Provost to bring the number of our offices to 73. 
Many communities in Alberta are pressing us for 
full-time Treasury Branch service. It will be provided 
as soon as it is economically feasible, and then as 
quickly as staff and capital can be put together. 

We were supported throughout the year by a very 
loyal staff who provided good service to our many 
thousands of customers, whose numbers grow 
daily. 

With continued loyal support from both the public 
and our staff, and based on past history, | can 
forecast with confidence continued growth for our 
service down through the years. The Province will 
continue to forge ahead. The establishment of 
Alberta’s fourth University, an expanded coal in- 
dustry, continued expansion in mining, lumbering 
and oil, the steady growth of our cities, the divers- 
ification and consolidation of agriculture and a 
people who are dedicated to progress and hard 
work can only spell success. 

| am confident Alberta and Albertans will enjoy a 
solid future and the present problems facing us all 
will be overcome.
